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The Indian Veterinary Service. 
R.C.V.S. Commitrer’s Report. 


The following report of the Special Committee 
appointed to inquire into the conditions of service 
in the Indian Veterinary Service was presented to 
the Council of the R.C.V.S. on July 6th, 1923. 

1. After careful investigation, we beg to report 
that, in our opinion, the existing conditions of service 
in the Indian Veterinary Service are so unsatisfactory 
from the point of view of the British Officer as to be 
detrimental to that efficiency which is essential to the 
interests of progress in India. In spite of the fact 
that potential Indian recruits are being educated in 
Great Britain, and that a distinct advance has been 
made recently in the standard of veterinary education 
at one of the Indian Veterinary Colleges, it will for 
many years be necessary to employ in the Indian 
Veterinary Services the best talent procurable in 
Great Britain in order more particularly to provide 
for higher education and research. The economic 
value of veterinary science to India is so great that a 
strong and efficient state veterinary service in that 
country is essential. But to men who possess ability 
and ambition, and whose services should in conse- 
quence prove to be of special value, the conditions 
of the service are the reverse of encouraging. We 
are impressed by the large number of premature 
retirements that have taken place in recent years, 
denoting dissatisfaction and disappointment. 

2. In order to arrive at a just appreciation of the 
equity of the terms of service at present given to the 
Indian Veterinary Service, as compared with those 
necessary to attract the class of recruit required for 
the state veterinary service in India, we have carefully 
considered the qualifications which should be demanded 
from applicants for appointment to this service. 
We have then compared the expenditure of time and 
money required to obtain the necessary qualifications 
with that required from members of other professions 
staffing state services under the Government of India. 

In the case of the Veterinary Profession, the mini- 
mum period of study necessary for qualification 
extends over four years, and some intelligent students 
require a longer time in which to pass the examinations. 
Before appointment to the I.V.S. further post-graduate 
study has hitherto usually been demanded, and we 
agree that this additional period of study is most 
desirable. We go further and say that, in view of 


the special conditions existing in India, a University 
Degree in Veterinary Science should be demanded 


wherever possible. In order to obtain a University . 


Degree, it is necessary to study veterinary science 
for a period of five years. With the exception of 
the Indian Medical Service, there is probably no other 
service which demands so long a period of study from 
its members before appointment. 

3. The terms of service of the several Imperial 
departments serving under the Government of India 
have been reviewed by us, and we consider that the 
Indian Veterinary Service was unfairly treated when 
the rates of pay were revised from the 1st December. 
1919. In the first place, no increase was granted in 
the initial rate of pay though in other services increases, 
in some cases substantial, were given. We fail to 
understand why, when it was considered necessary 
to raise the initial rates of pay, in other services, owing 
to the admitted increase in the cost of living, the 
members of the Indian Veterinary Service were not 
also given increases. It appears that owing to loss 
of exchange compensation an officer of the Indian 
Veterinary Service now receives less pay _ for 
the first five years of his service than was the case 
twenty years ago. There is no substantial increase, 
moreover, until he attains his seventeenth year of 
service, and then only an increase of eleven per cent. 
It would appear that many of the disadvantages 
from which the service suffers are attributable to its 
numerical “weakness. Owing to the small cadre, 
officers from the commencement of their service are 
usually stationed in large cities and towns where 
expenses are notoriously heavy. In most of the 
other services officers are able to live fairly comfort- 
ably in small and comparatively inexpensive stations, 
We consider that some special compensation should be 
given to meet this extra expense. 

4. Although the revised scale provides for a sub- 
stantial increase after some twenty years’ service, the 
concession is more apparent than real. Only a limited 
number of officers can enter the selection grade, and 
in this respect the Indian Veterinary Service suffers 
again from its numerical weakness, as there is only 
one list for the whole of India and Burma. In other 
services each Province has its own selection grade, 
which ensures officers who are filling the senior 
appointments in the provincial services being com- 
pensated in proportion to their responsibility and 
status. After appointment to the selection grade 
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in the I.V.S. the maximum rate of pay is Rs. 1,750 
per mensem, and no further increase is attainable. 
In comparison with other services this is very unsatis- 
factory, and constitutes, in our opinion, a very just 
grievance. Again, in all the other services appoint- 
ments carrying higher rates of pay are available. 
Some arrangement should certainly be made by which 
similar prospects can be offered to members of the 
Indian Veterinary Service. It is well known that 
towards the close of their careers officers serving in 
India have usually to meet very heavy expenses, and 
that unless their prospects of pay and promotion are 
satisfactory, they are in a very precarious financial 
position. We consider that it is unlikely that suitable 
candidates, if fully conversant with the difficulties 
ultimately to be faced, will embark on a career which 
thus offers comparatively few inducements. 

We consider that the British Officers of the Indian 
Veterinary Service should be able to look forward to 
being paid at the rate of Rs. 2,000 per mensem, and 
that at least one appointment carrying the pay of 
Rs, 2,500 should be attainable. We appreciate that, 
especially in a small service, a substantial increase 
in the emoluments of all its members towards the end 
of their service presents difficulties, but equitable 
prospects of pay and status should in our opinion 
be held out to all. 

5. In comparing the existing rates of pay with 
those obtaining in the other services, the terms granted 
to the Indian Medical Service and the Indian Educa- 
tional Service have received our particular attention, 
It may be admitted that at the present time the course 
of study for the former service is normally longer by 
one year and the age of entry somewhat higher, 
though if a university degree for entrance to the 
Indian Veterinary Service is demanded, the difference 
disappears. In the case of the Indian Educational 
Service, however, the reverse applies, as the quali- 
fying period of study is ordinarily less. 

6. We have arrived at the conclusion that the 
conditions of service of the Indian Veterinary Service 
are urgently in need of revision in order to remove 
the existing dissatisfaction, which in our view is 
justified. 

We have received convincing evidence to show that 
officers of the Indian Veterinary Service are in most 
cases, on their present rates of pay, unable to maintam 
themselves in that position which their professional 
status demands. 

We are of opinion that the scale of pay should be 
discussed more particularly in relation to the scales 
adopted for the Indian Medical Service and the Indian 
Educational Service both before and after the revision 
dated the lst December, 1919. 

Before that revision officers of the Indian Veterinary 
Service were paid at the rate of Rs. 500, rising to 
Rs. 1,200, whilst officers of the Indian Educational 
Service were paid at the rate of Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000. 

The respective rates are now for the Indian Veterin- 
ary Service Rs. 500, rising to Rs. 1,750, and for the 
Indian Educational Service Rs. 500, rising tofRs. 2,000. 
In addition the officers of the Indian Educational 
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Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons.

Service have the prospect of attaining to adminis- 
trative rank carrying still higher pay, whilst, on the 
other hand, the Office of Inspector-General, Civil 
Veterinary Department, has been abolished. 

Officers of the Indian Medical Service are able to 
increase their emoluments considerably by means of 
private practice, and officers of the Indian Eduea- 
tional Service have opportunities of adding to their 
income by acting as examiners in general subjects. 

Private practice for officers of the Indian Veterinary 
Service is almost negligible in India, and cannot be 
regarded as a serious addition to income. 

7. Several points have been brought before us 
relating to concessions in respect to the fixing of the 
rate of exchange for pension, provident fund, and 
family remittances, as well as the grant of free passages 
and free medical attendance for families. These 
are applicable to all the services, and it is understood 
they are already being represented. 

We presume that members of the I.V.S. will par- 
ticipate in any concessions of this nature which may 
be granted to other Indian Services, and we express 
the opinion that these several points are worthy of 
serious consideration. We further point out that we 
are informed that there is a widespread feeling among 
British Officers that a substantial increase in the 
overseas allowance would go a long way towards 
meeting their difficulties, but this is a general question, 
and not one confined to the Indian Veterinary Service.

Meat Inspection in Scotland. 


At a meeting of the West of Scotland Division, held 
in Glasgow on June 8th, Mr. A. M. Trorrer, M.R.C.V.S., 
Chief Veterinary Inspector for the city of Glasgow, gave 
a most interesting address and demonstration on the 
Public Health (Meat Inspection) Regulations (Scotland), 
1923, which have been made by the Scottish Board of 
Health under Section 1 of the Publie Health (Regulations 
as to Food) Act, 1907. 

In introducing his subject,’ Mr. Trotter indicated that 
the essence of these new regulations had been operative 
in Glasgow for a long time, and that they were actually 
the outcome of an agitation originated by the Glasgow 
Corporation in 1902. Eventually the Scottish Board of 
Health, through the influence brought to bear on them by 
such bodies as the Convention of Royai Burghs, the Incor- 
porated Sanitary Association of Scotland, and the Veter- 
inary Officers of Health, appointed three committees to 
enquire into the whole subject, and the Meat Regulations 
which came into force on Ist June of this year are the first 
outeome of these deliberations. 

These regulations must be considered a serious attempt 
to provide uniformity in the system and standard of Meat 
Inspection in Scotland. They make drastic changes for 
most rural districts, where the hours of slaughter are now 
to be regulated by the local authority, in order that the 
Meat Inspector may know when to visit the abattoirs. 
Emergency slaughter can be carried out if necessary, but 
the local authority must at once be notified and the internal 
organs must be left attached to the carease. Butchers 
also who receive carcases from farmers must notify the 
local authcrity. 

Mr. Trotter referred to the “Stamping of Meat” as a 
measure for improving the regulations, but stated that 
ever since 1894 the butchers were opposed to stamping ot 
home meat so long as foreign meat escaped. Hawkers 
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of meat were to be registered, and rightly so, as many of 
them had no shop or store, and often kept their meat in a 
stable or other insanitary place. 

All cold stores were also to be registered by the local 
authority. But no authority is given to close down or 
condemn such premises when it is found they do not 
comply with the regulations, and Mr. Trotter thought 
that in the absence of such power little good would result 
from the keeping of a register. He would also like to 
know what was to be regarded as the proper definition 
of a cold store. The speaker explained that when a 
carease is now sent to a slaughterhouse or meat market 
.t must be accompanied by a certificate from a 
a veterinary surgeon to the effect that the animal had 
not died of any infectious or contagious disease. 

Mr. Trotter emphasised the Board’s declared opinion 
that the veterinary surgeon is the individual best qualified 
to carry out their meat regulations. 

Tho lecturer proceeded to give a demonstration on a 
carcase showing the organs which must be examined for 
usual routine inspection, and followed up by showing the 
euts which must be made on the detection of disease in 
any of these organs. Referring to congenital tuberculosis, 
ne said it was more common than was generally supposed, 
as was also tuberculosis of the generative organs, especially 
tuberculosis of the uterus, while tuberculosis of the penis 
was not uncommon. Roughly speaking, about one hun- 
dred such cases were encountered in Glasgow each year, 
and in the opinion of the lecturer the infection was 
acquired from the cow. 

By a series of graphs, Mr. Trotter indicated concisely 
the duty of a meat inspector when dealing with a carcase 
showing lesions of tuberculosis, but he explained that 
though it might seem that by using such diagrams meat 
inspection could be reduced to an exact science, it was 
actually the case that there was still a good deal of latitude 
left to the inspector under these new regulations. 

After Mr. Trotter had given replies to a long series of 
questions, Mr. Wilson, in name of those present, expressed 
the pleasure and referred to the profit they had gained 
in listening to a very able lecture. The chairman also 
thanked Mr. Trotter for his kindness in giving the lecture, 
and for providing such an admirable demonstration in 
the Corporation abattoir, and asked those present to show 
their appreciation. * 

Mr. Trotter suitably replied. 


German Trade in Wild Animals. 


Hacenpeck’s Prosperity. 

However the trade of Germany may be suffering from 
the occupation of the Ruhr, there is one branch at least 
in which she retains the mastery, and that is the trade 
in wild beasts. So we are informed, says The Times, 
in an interview in the Berliner Tageblatt by Herr John 
Hagenbeck, the brother of the famous Carl Hagenbeck, 
now deceased, who founded the menagerie at Stellingen, 


near Hamburg. 
During the war, it appears, the business in wild animals 


fell into British and American hands, but now it has 

been recovered by the Germans. The difficulties in the 

way of German hunters and collectors pursuing their

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CLINICAL RESEARCH. 


Probably at no previous period in our history has 
the attention of both professional men and the public 
been more directed to the subject of research. This is 
particularly true in respect of the medical and veterin- 
ary professions, to whom new posts have been offered, 
for whom new laboratories have been built, and for 
whose work large sums of money have been allocated. 
The research so subsidised, however, is almost entirely 
confined to the elucidation of problems connected 
with disease by means of laboratory methods. We 
hear of laboratory researches in physiology, particu- 
larly in connection with endocrine secretions, in 
bio-chemistry and bacteriology, but we seldom hear 
of clinical research. The founder of this journal, 
William Hunting, repeatedly emphasised the value of 
clinical observation and the careful recording of cases, 
and it has been the policy of the Record for many 
years to urge upon our profession the need of this 
special work. All of us are not fitted for it, but many 
of us are, and there are a few who have made very

work in Africa and India are gradually being removed. 
Three of Hagenbecks’ representatives have recently been 
travelling through South Africa, Northern Rhodesia, 
Portuguese East Africa, and the Belgian Congo with large 
numbers of assistants and native carriers to collect wild 
animals. 

In recent years Hagenbecks have had Danes and 
Dutchmen working for them in India, but Herr Hagenbeck 
hopes to get passes in a very short time for an expedition 
there in which he himself will take part. Herr Hagenbeck 
knows India well. He introduced lions from Africa into 
the State of Gwalior, at the request of the Maharajah. 
According to him, German naturalists and collectors 
have always had every facility given them there by the 
British authorities. 

There is little or no business to be done in wild animals 
at present in Germany, and the prices are far too high. 
A good lion costs about £250 it appears, an elephant £300 
to £500, a hippopotamus £500 to £1,000, a boa constrictor 
anything up to £100, a giraffe not under £1,000. Hagen- 
becks are laying out and stocking two big new zoological 
gardens in Chicago and St. Louis. 


valuable contributions to our stock of knowledge. 
Toilsome discoveries of new methods, accurate 
clinical histories, records of long series of cases, with 
reasoned deductions, call for qualities of insight, 
imagination, patience and orderliness, quite as much 
as does laboratory research. The work is carried on 
under continual difficulty and distraction, and makes 
further calls upon temperament and character, to 
which the worker in the quiet and undisturbed 
seclusion of a laboratory is not subjected. Both 
laboratory and clinical research are necessary for the 
advancement of science, and while we are not for one 
moment belittling the former, we think the latter 
deserves better than it receives, and we should do 
something now by way of encouraging and rewarding 
those who are following this most valuable branch of 
study. We know of no State grants for clinical 
research. In our own profession we know of only 
one prize and honour to be won. Greatly to the 
credit of its Fellows, the Central Division of this 
Association some years ago instituted a prize—the 
Peace Gold Medal, which is granted annualiy. One 
of the primary objects of the award is to encourage 
original research. Amongst the first recipients was 
Mr. F. T. Harvey, of St. Columb, who contributed a 
brilliant paper based entirely upon original clinical 
research. We would like to see a similar honour, but 
of even greater value, instituted by the “ National,” 
to be competed for annually, and awarded at the 
general meeting. The Association might afford to 
do this, and the money could not be invested to a better 
purpose. Our profession, though providing many 
officials and workers in institutions, is essentially a 
body of clinicians, and we believe that the general 
practitioner will always form the backbone of that 
body. We hope that our suggestion will receive some 
support and consideration at the forthcoming general 
meeting. Let us honour and encourage the living 
and not wait till it is only left to usto pay a mournful 
tribute to the dead.

Teratomatous Testicles.

During the last two years I have operated on four 
cases which showed enlarged intra-abdominal testicles 
due to teratomatous formation. Two of the opera- 
tions were performed in the practice of a friend and 
two in my own. 


Case 1. A two-year-old colt which had had the 
off-side testicle removed twelve months previously. 
The near-side testicle could not be felt. At the 
operation the cord was easily felt at the internal 
ring after the inguinal canal had been entered. The 
peritoneum was perforated, the cord grasped and 
traction applied. A stop in the process, without 
delivery of the testicle, led to a second exploration 
of the inner ring. Here was felt a hard enlargement 
about twice the size of the fist. The abdominal 
opening was slightly enlarged, the tumour delivered, 
and the cord severed. The inguinal canal was 
tightly packed and the skin sutured with one suture. 
Recovery was without event. The tumour contained 
bone, cartilage, hair and sebaceous material. 


Case 2. A two-year-old Clydesdale colt. He had 
not been subjected to previous operation, as both 
testicles were absent from the scrotum when a year- 
ling. The near-side testicle was now scrotal and the 
size of a walnut. The off-side one was abdominal, 
the size of an orange, globular in shape, and hard. 
There was no resemblance to testicular tissue in 
either testicle, the abdominal containing cartilage, 
hair and sebaceous material, and the scrotal cutting 
like fibrous tissue. Recovery was uneventful. 


CasE 3. A two-year-old colt from which the 
near-side testicle had been removed. The off-side 
one was abdominal. The tumour in this case was 
located on the epididymus; the testicle itselfgwas 
normal, The cord would be about 16 inches long. 
The tumour, which was the size of a cricket ball, 
contained small pieces of bone. Recovery took 
place. 

Case 4. A yearling colt was cast for castration; 
and, after severing the near-side testicle, I made an 
incision in the scrotal region of the off-side to emas- 
culate the testicle of that side, as I thought I could 
feel a small, but malformed, testicle, The enlarge- 
ment was the prolapsed cord. Having gone so far, 
I decided to enter the inguinal canal and, if necessary, 
the abdomen. This latter was necessary, as the 
descent of the testicle was arrested by a tumour the 
size of a goose egg. This was delivered after making 
a very large opening into the abdomen, and severed. 
The large abdominal opening jeopardised the young 
animal’s life. The inguinal canal was tightly packed 
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and the skin sutured. Contrary to my expectations, 
the animal recovered without any set-back. The 
temperature and pulse remained normal for over 
seven days. 

All cases were packed in the inguinal canals and a 
one-stitch suture held the packing ins place. The 
packings were removed in 12 to 24 hours after opera- 
tion. 


Milk Fever During Parturition.

A pure bred Jersey cow, in very good condition 
and due to calve her fourth calf on July 14th, showed 
typical initial symptoms of milk fever on the night 
of July 6th. The cow was unable to rise, lying easily 
on the sternum, with head at times bent toward the 
left shoulder. No labour pain had been observed 
during the day by the attendant. 


Examination per vaginam showed the os to be 
dilated and feet and nose of calf presenting. The 
membranes were ruptured, and a_ well-developed 
female calf delivered without difficulty. The udder 
was inflated. The morning of July 7th saw the cow 
conscious, but unable to move to hind quarters, and a 
second inflation was performed while liq. strychnine 
hydrochlor, 4ij. in water, was given every four hours. 
se cow made an uneventful recovery in twenty-four 

ours. 


He moglobinuria. 


By J. W. Hatt Masuerer, M.R.C.V.S8., Newnham, 
Glos. 


Subject.—A black Flanders gelding, 10 years old, 
used for general haulage. 


May 31st.—I was called to this animal on this date, 
the owner saying that his horse was injured in the 
back and could not move, and that his water was 
like thick blood, a fairly good’ description of the symp- 
toms, as I found on my arrival. 

Temperature 105°2° F., pulse quick and weak, 
swaying gait on being made to move, urine very 
black and thick. 


Treatment.—23° of 1-1,000 adrenalin solution 
(P. D. and Co.) intramuscularly, 43 solution of aloes, 
and eight doses digitalis, a dose to be given every 
four hours. Water and green food ad lib. 


June \st.—Slight improvement, the colour of the 
urine browner and more fluid. I gave another 
injection of adrenalin and continued with the digitalis. 


June 2nd.— Urine a clear gin colour and frequently 
passed, pulse and temperature good, animal bright 
and eating well, and moving about freely. 

Digitalis continued until June 8th, when the horse 
was put on tonics, with slight work.

The PRestpENT: Arising out of the minutes, there 
is certain correspondence in reference to an accusation 
which was made by Sir Frederick Banbury against 
the veterinary profession. I will ask the Secretary 
to read the correspondence. 

The Secretary: [ was instructed by the Council, 
at its meeting on April LOth, to write a letter to 
Sir Frederick Banbury, calling attention to his letter 
in The Times. The following correspondence ensued:

Cruelty to Animals. 


To tHe Eprror or “ THE TIMEs.” 
Sir, 

Mr. Baynard in your issue of to-day casts doubt upon 
the evidence of the police in cruelty to animals cases, and 
quotes a case where the magistrates convicted on the 
evidence of a police sergeant, in spite of the fact that a 
veterinary surgeon said that light work was good for the 
horse. My experience as a magistrate and a member of 
the public is that police evidence in these cases is reliable, 
and that the police, as a rule, do not come forward unless 
the case is a bad one. 

My experience with veterinary surgeons is different. 
Only a few weeks ago, before a London magistrate, one 
veterinary surgeon swore that it was cruel to work a horse, 
and another, called for the defence, swore that it was not. 
A few years ago a man was summoned for working a horse 
with a sore shoulder before me and other magistrates. 
He called a man who was at his place on business the day 
the horse was stopped who swore that the horse had no 
sore. He also called a veterinary surgeon, who swore 
that he had examined the horse, and it had no sore. On 
this evidence we were about-¢o dismiss the case, when I 
suggested to the chairman that we should ourselves inspect 
the horse, which was outside. This we did, and we found 
a recently healed sore in exactly the place the prosecution 
said it was. We showed it to the veterinary surgeon, 
who had nothing to say. We returned tv the court and 
convicted the defendant. There is a well-known saying 
about expert evidence.

The Presipent: Does any member wish to make 
any remarks in regard to this correspondence ? 

Mr. CLARKSON: Is the matter to rest there? The 
accusation was made quite publicly. Should not 
that correspondence be published ? (Loud cries of 
“ Yes.””) I think it should, because the accusation 
was distinctly a public one. 

The PRESIDENT: The correspondence will be pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of this Council. Do you 
mean that it should be published in one of the daily 
papers ? 

Mr. Ciarkson: Yes, I think it should be, provided 
we are quite in order in doing so. We must be 
guided by our Solicitor in the matter. 

The Presipent: I think we ought to take the 
advice of the solicitor before we do anything further 
in regard to it. (The President consulted the 
Solicitor.) The Solicitor’s advice is that if we decide 
to publish this, or ask for it to be published, in the 
daily papers, we should do so in The Times—that we 
should write a letter to The Times, which has a 
certain amount of responsibility for what they have 
published, asking them kindly to publish this corres- 
pondence. If that is what you wish, I must ask you 
to move it. 

Mr. CiarKson : I have much pleasure in moving it. 
I think The Times is the proper paper to publish it, 
because they published the accusation. 

Mr. Carter: I second that. 

Sir Joun M’FapyEan : I rise to move as an amend- 
ment that the correspondence lie on the table. 1 do 
not think anything is to be gained by the profession 
by having this correspondence published ; and I also 
want to point out that it cannot ensure its publication 
in The Times. I think the chances are that it would 
not be published. The probability is that extracts 
might be given from it, or an endeavour might be 
made to condense it, and that might defeat the 
objects we have in view. I feel quite satisfied that 
our best course is to allow it to appear in the Pro- 
ceedings of this Council, in which case it will reach 
the eyes of all who are interested in the profession. 

Major Asson: I rise to second the amendment. 
Personally I think no useful purpose will be served 
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by the publication of this correspondence. In my 
opinion it would be far better to let the matter remain 
where it is. 

Mr. Mutvey: I desire to support that. 1 happen 
to know Sir Frederick Banbury, and have had corres- 
pondence with him, and I do not think you will gain 
anything by publishing these letters. Everyone 
knows him; everyone knows what a cantankerous 
old thing he is, and I think it would be better to leave 
the matter where it is. 

Mr. Wittert: I support the original proposition 
that a copy of these proceedings be sent to The 
Times. If they do not care to publish them, of 
course we cannot help it, but the whole of the facts 
should be laid before The Times, which published 
the original letter. 

Mr. Spencer: I suggest that the speech of Mr. 
Mulvey be taken verbatim and published in our own 
journals (laughter), and if that is done, I think the 
whole object in view will be served. (Laughter.) 

The amendment, that the correspondence lie on the 
table, was then put and lost; and the motion that 
the correspondence should be sent to The Times, 
with a request that it should be published, was put 
and carried.

Financial Statement.—The ‘Treasurer submitted 
his Financial Statement for the quarte:, showing a balance 
in hand of £415 19s. 5d. and liabilities amounting to 
£322 8s. 3d. 

It was resolved that the Treasurer’: statement be 
approved, and that he be ordered to pay the liabilities 
shown, together with cheques for monthly salaries, petty 
cash, examiners’ fees and expenses and examination 
expenses, D.V.S.M. examination expenses, coal, gas and 
electric light. 

Il. Annual Fees.—The Registrar reported the num- 
ber of members who had not paid the annual fee for the 
present year and the number who had not paid the fee 
for the previous years.

Mr. McIntrosu: I beg to second the motion for 
the reception and the adoption of the report. 

Mr. CarteR: Do I understand that no proceedings 
are to be taken against the members mentioned in 
the report ? 

Major Asson: I distinctly stated, sir, that we 
recommended that proceedings should be taken against 
certain members that are in arrears. I think you 
were present, were you not, at the meeting ? 

Mr. Carrer: I| was present, but I was not present 
to hear Mr. Thatcher’s opinion. You said something 
about no action being taken in view of the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Thatcher. 

Major Asson: That referred to Mrs. Hill's applica- 
tion for relief. 

Mr. Carrer: I beg your pardon; I misunderstood 

ou. 
: Major Asson: In point of fact, you cannot use 
the funds of this College for relief such+as Mrs. Hill 
asked for, on the same grounds that we cannot give 
anything from this College to the appeal issued by 
the St. John’s Schools. 

Mr. Carter: I could not hear what you said when 
you read the report. 

Professor GAIGER: When you say “ certain mem- 
bers,” I should like to ask, “ Why not all the mem- 
bers’ who have not paid the annual fee ? 

Major Apson: We are taking a small district. 
If we attempted to proceed against the whole of the 
members en bloc, we should have enormous work on 
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locality in which we know that members can pay if 
they are made to pay, but they will not pay unless 
they are made to pay. We are taking these cases 
as test cases, with a view to warning the other mem- 
bers who are in arrear. 

Mr. Spencer: I do not agree with that attitude 
ut all, I do not see why any special area should be 
selected in which members should be sued for non- 
payment of their fees. 

Major Anson: We do not say that we are not 
going to take proceedings in any other area. 

Mr. Seencer: But, in the meantime, you have 
selected a certain area in which to sue for fees ? 

Major Anson: Yes. 

The Presipent : The Solicitor would like to explain 
this matter. 

Mr. THarcuer (Solicitor): When we prepared our 
Bill we asked that the London area should be assigned 
for the recovery of these fees on the ground that they 
became due here, but when we got to the report 
stage in the House of Commons, people who stood up 
for what they considered the injured members said 
that each man should only be sued for his own dis- 
trict. I need hardly point out to you that if we sue 
for a guinea, we get no costs. If we sue for anything 
over 40/-, we do get a very small amount of costs, 
but we do get some. My suggestion was —-and 
am much obliged to the Finance Committee for 
acting upon it-—that we should select a district, 
because then the costs of taking out the summons, 
of serving the summons—if we have to serve it—and 
of attending the Court are divided between a large 
number of cases, and therefore there is less expense 
to the College. If you take action against an in- 
dividual, you have to go to the whole of this expense, 
whereas by taking the actions en bloc in districts, you 
spread the costs over a number of members. That 
is the reason why | advised the Finance Committee 
that they should choose districts, 

Mr. Srencer: That is very useful information 
for those who do not want to pay. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: May IL ask, with regard to 
the report of the Finance Committee, whether it 
would not actually give them authority to proceed 
against 90 per cent. of the members who have failed 
to pay ? There is no restriction. 

Major Anson: There is no restriction whatever, 
but it naturally follows that we could not take out 
summonses against all the members straight away. 
If you leave the matter in our hands, I think we shall 
arrange it all right. 

The Presipent: Are there any further remarks 
on the report of the Finance Committee ? Before 
putting the motion for its adoption to the meeting, 
I would like to point out, what Mr. Spencer has 
already referred to, that we have given very useful 
information in regard to tactics to some of the men 
who do not want to pay, and it is a question whether 
we should let that go out to the profession. 

Major ABson : We do not say that we are not going 
to proceed against the other men. We are taking a 
small area to begin with. 


Mr. Spencer: You have told them in effect that 
the debt is not worth recovering in isolated areas. 

Major Asson: I did not say anything of the sort. 
If you want the Solicitor to be going round for the 
next six months, running up a big bill against the 
College, that is for you to say. 

The Presipenr: Is it the wish of the Council

The Secretary: The application which came 
before the Finance Committee this morning was 
from the Secretary of the St. John’s Schools in Red 
Lion Square. He explained that the School was 
very badly in need of repair, particularly the roof, 
‘the playground, and other things, and that £150 was 
required to put the place in order. The Church 
itself had done as much as it could, and could do no 
more, and they were now appealing to the inhabitants 
of Red Lion Square to come to their assistance. A 
list was given of quite a number of people who occupy 
houses in the Square who have given such sums as 
five guineas, three guineas, two guineas, and so on, to 
the funds, and the suggestion was that the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons should also give 
something. The Finance Committee decided that 
they could not do it legally as a part of their official 
duties, but it was recommended that this afternoon 
we should ask the members of Council in their private 
capacity to make a collection, and each contribute 
half-a-crown. If everybody gives half-a-crown, somie- 
thing in the neighbourhood of £4 Os. Od. would be 
collected, which we could send as contribution from 
the members of the Council of the Royal College to 
the School. 

(A collection was then made, which realised 
£4 5s. 6d.)

(6) Attention has been drawn to the speech of the 
County Medical Officer of Devonshire (Dr. G.

“that a sanitary inspector should three or four 
times a year inspect all cattle-producing milk.” 

The Council of the National Veterinary Medical 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland Ltd., 
consider that it would be a most dangerous 
practice for the inspection of animals suffering 
from a disease so insidious as tuberculosis, which 
is so frequently met with in the udders of milking 
cows, to be placed in the hands of laymen. The 
veterinary surgeon, by his training, is the only 
person qualified to give a competent opinion. 

It was resolved that the Secretary be instructed to 
acknowledge receipt of these communications, and to 
express the Council’s agreement with the resolutions 
passed.

Association Report. 


Central Division. 
(Coneluded.) 


Captain Hamiiton Kirk, continuing his reply to 
the discussion upon his paper on “ Preventive In- 
oculation against Distemper,” said :— 

After all, true distemper is but a localised or 
generalised catarrh of mucous membranes, and_ is, 
in itself, mild. The secondary streptococcal and 
staphylococcal invaders are very largely responsible 
for the dreadful picture of suffering we find later, 
and they, alone or in combination with others, are 
responsive for death. If you will grant this as a fact, 
then we have every reason for preferring Ferry’s 
vaccine to all others, since it is polyvalent and poly- 
microbial. If we can immunise against secondary 
organisms, a great advance will have been made in the 
fight against complications, sequelz, and mortality. 

In advising our clients, therefore, as to the efficacy 
of anti-distemper vaccination, we can conscientiously 
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assert that in very many cases it is likely to be bene- 
ficial, and that in any case no harm need be feared. 
But whatever our opinions may be, we cannot expect 
to, make any advance in knowledge unless advantage 
is taken of every opportunity that presents itself for 
testing vaccination, in order to compile statistics, and 
work out percentages of failures or successes. After 
all, we should also consider the day-book, and to turn 
away a client who wishes his dog inoculated is not 
calculated to enhance one’s income, give the animal 
a possible chance of benefit, or add one iota of infor- 
mation to the practitioner’s knowledge of the disease. 

To obtain the best results, the dose must be ade- 
quate ; and where no reaction whatever is obtained 
with the first injection, I make a practice of consider- 
ably increasing the second and third doses. Immunity 
will be much more certain and lasting if a good 
reaction is obtained. One or two gentlemen have 
testified this evening to the value of serum-therapy, 
and I might mention that I had a rather peculiar 
case about three months ago. A client brought a 
collie pup to me and asked if I recommended vaccina- 
tion. ‘With certain reservations, I said “ Yes,” and 
promised to give both serum and vaccine at the first 
injection. I informed him there was to be no nose- 
rubbing with other dogs, and that his pup must, as far 
as possible, be isolated, so that he could bring it to 
me in a healthy condition, and having run as little 
risk as possible of becoming infected. When it even- 
tually was brought, it appeared to be perfectly healthy 
and very lively ; but upon taking its temperature, to 
my surprise, I found it registered 105°. Examination 
of the abdomen revealed two typical distemper uleers— 
evidently the precursory symptoms of an attack of 
the disease. I thereupon gave 5 ¢.c. of serum alone, 
and returned the dog to its owner, explaining what 
had happened. After the second dose of serum the 
next day, the temperature subsided, the ulcers dis- 
appeared, and no other lesions or symptoms developed. 
I believe, rightly or wrongly, that the serum cut that 
attack short. Ten c.c. is not considered too large a 
dose of the serum for a puppy, and is often recom- 
mended by the makers; but I have found that in 
some puppies considerable pain is caused by its 
injection owing to the excessive tenseness of the skin 
over the site. It must, therefore, be injected very 
slowly, so as to wait for a compensating absorption ; 
otherwise, if done in the presence of a client (probably 
nervous) and the dog howls out, it might be thought 
that the operator was not using due care and con- 
sideration. The site I always choose is the inner 
aspect of the thigh. To obviate any possible pain 
to the dog and shock to the owner, I have often con- 
sidered the advisability of anzsthetising the site of 
injection, although I have never tried it, preferring 
always to employ the slow method. 

The question was asked as to the necessity for the 
“ Field Distemper Research Committee.” The prime 
necessity is this: Neither branch of the medical pro- 
fession has yet been able to agree as to the cause of 
distemper, the camp being divided, apparently, into

Intelligent Heifers. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of Estates Control, Ltd., 
the chairman, Sir George Lawton, told how the Angola 
Estates Company had six pedigree Hereford heifers on 
board the ss.. Mossamedes, en route from Cape Town to 
Angola. The Mossamedes struck some rocks during a 
thick fog and heavy seas, was abandoned by all hands, 
and given up as a total loss. Twenty-six days afterwards 
the wreck was sighted by a small coasting steamer, and a 
boat party sent on board. They discovered the six heifers 
still alive—-so very much alive that two of them had to be 
shot before the remaining four could be captured and 
rescued. Those six heifers had gnawed themselves loose 
from their halter ropes, kicked themselves clear of their 
stalls on deck, found their way down into the saloons and 
cabins, and kept themselves from starvation by eating the 
mattresses, etc., provided for the passengers, whilst for 
water they must have nightly come on deck and licked the 
heavy dew from the ship’s deck and fittings. For twenty- 
six days those six animals kept themselves alive in this 
manner, and the four ultimately rescued were now on the 
company’s ranch. 


An Insulin Substitute. 

The discovery of an animal starch called ‘ Glucokinin,” 
which apparently has the same value as insulin in the 
treatment of diabetes, but is much cheaper, was announced 
recently by Professor J. J. Wiltman, of the University 
of Minnesota, through the American Chemical Society. 
The credit of the discovery was given to Dr. J. B. Collip, 
of the University of Alberta, one of a group first to make 
insulin.

Glucokinin, it is stated, has been successfully tried on 
diabetic rabbits and dogs, but no experiment has yet 
been made on human beings. It is extracted from lettuce 
and bean leaves, wheat, onions, clams, oysters, yeast or 
mushrooms. Its effect develops slowly, and is long 
maintained.

Gras; Sickness in Gloucestershire. 


Dear Sir,—-You might like to record that I had another 
case of “‘Grass Sickness,”’ or rather two, one being subacute, 
on the farm where it originated last year. This case 
recovered—the treatment was confined to one injection 
of Anti-Botulinus serum (Burroughs). This case occurred 
on May Ist. The second case was an acute one which 
died in less than 24 hours. 

To the rest of the horses on the two farms, five in 
number, I gave a dose of serum as a prophylactic, and as 
yet have had no more cases.—Yours faithfully, J. W.
